SALISBURY’S SPEEOH. 

Lord Salisbury, in his address yered 
last night before the Primrose” 2 
at Albert Palace, the occasion being 
the sixth anniversary of the death of the 
Earl of Beaconsfield, said that the hollow 
agitation carried on during the Easter holl- 
days by the Opposition had failed, 
and that the Government’s cause 
was the country’s. The .Govern- 
ment stood in Ireland facing a vast machine 
producing terrorism and crime, against which 
the Government intended to st @ with all 
the powers Parliament would grant. Mr. 
Gladstone’s imagination deceived him when 
he attempted to prove that his party’s pros- 
pects were very bright. The present Irish 
crimes bill would not compare in stringency 
with Mr. Gladstone’s bill of 1881. Under the 
latter measure people were imprisoned with - 
out trial. This could not de done 
under the present Dill. The sup- 
pression of crime in Ireland 
did not mean the suppression of liberty. The 
policeman in arresting Bill Sykes did not 
interfere with Liberty. Yet Mr. Gladstone 
condemned this crimes-repression Dill. 4 
danger of the present day lay in catchwords. 
Mr. Gladstone, who had spent his life in 
changing his opinions, mentioned those who 
separated from him in the tone of a father 
lecturing his children—he preached at, and 
almost prayed for them; but it never occurred 
to Mr. Gladstone that perhaps they had some- 
thing to complain of. They were unable to 
change their opinions in a night like he could. 

SALISBURY’S PROPHECY. 

Lord Salisbury prophesied that Mr. Glad- 
stone would find it difficult to gather around 
him any new recruits. His present adherents

Mr. Gladstone gained? asked the Premier. Ile 
had gained the eighty-six very devoted fol- 
lowers of Mr. Parnell, who had been challenged 
with having approved murder, and who 
had refused, or whose friends had réfused for 
him, to enter the witness-box and deny the 
charge.

A BIG SCHEME. 


Union Pacific Stockholders Reported About 
to Abandon the Main Line. 


CHICAGO, III., April 20.—A Lincoln (Neb.) 
special says: There is a well-defined rrumor 
to the effect that the Union Pacific 
stockholders are quietly preparing to 
surrender the old Union Pacific Main Line for 
the Government debt and abandon their 
Omaha and Council Bluffs termini, mak- 
ing the several branches of the Union Pacific 
which are owned by them independent of the 
Government line, a new system of lines, with 
Lincoln as their eastern terminus.

| BOYCOTTED BY BOSSES. 


THE NEW YORK SILVERSMITH’S WAR ON 
THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


All Trades Organizations Included in the 

Movement of the Silverware Manutactur - 

ers Master Workman Barr’s Protest 

Against Certain Knights of Labor Lead- 

” ers—Sharing Profits With Employes—La- 
bor News. 


By Telegravh to the Post-DisPATcH. 

Naw York, April 00.—A movement against 
the Knights of Labor and trades organizations 
generally was started yesterday in every sil- 
versmith’s shop in the city and, presumably, 
throughout the country. This movement, 
which will have the most far-reaching infia- 
ences, is due mainly to the strike of the chas” 
ers employed by the Whiting Manufacturing 
Company. Unless some compromise is 
reached before 6 o’clock this evening it 
will have the effect of shutting out every 
Knight of Labor who is employed in the busi- 
ness. The action wastaken in pursuance of 
an understanding between the various estab- 
lishments in the trade, who have long been 
awaiting a suitabie opportunity to launch a 
thunderbolt against the trades organizations. 


| The result of the negotiations between the 


bosses was that ata certain hour yesterday a 
notice was posted in every manufactory in the 
trade, barring from employment in the shops 
toreveg, any on aiding or abetting the 
striking ohasers in the Whiting Company. 80 
careful were the heads of the various concerns 
interested that only enough circulars were 
printed te be sent around to the various 
shops. It aimed directly ainst the 
Knights of or and the two trades organi- 
zations to which silversmiths, as a rule, be- 
long. The ®mpPioyers claim to have long 
suffered grieyous wrongs at the hands of the 
Knights of Labor. Irresponsible committees, 
not composed of employes of shops where 
requests were to be made, have demanded 
this, that and the other thing, and some 
ridica and fanciful grievances have been 
laid defore the bosses.

James Rivers, an Actor, Shoots His Wife and 
Attempts Suicide.

PHILADELPHIA, April 20.—James Rivers, & 
well-known actor, stage manager and dra- 
matist of this city, who has an extensive ac- 
quaintance among the theatrical profession 
throughout the country, shot his wife in the 
right hip yesterday, and then put a ballet in - 
to his own body, inflicting injuries which are 
supposed to be fatal. Rivers, whose stage 


name is James Reynolds, is about 45 years old. 
He is a 4 by birth, and was 
considered one of the handsomest men on 
the stage. His wife, Olive Rivers, is about 
ten years his junior, and the 5 have two 
bright children.

Dr. Hazard, the district surgeon, was 
called inand said that Rivers’ wounds were 
undoubtedly fatal. An ambulance was called 
and the unconscious man was taken to the 
Penn Hospital. As he was being placed im the 
ambulance Rivers recovered consciousness, 
and opening his eyes said: Well, I guess I’ve 
made a success of it, have I not?’’ Mrs. 
Rivers’ wound was dressed by Dr. Hazard. 
She refused to see any of her friends last even- 
ing, and is said to be half frantic ge ef.

~ SURE TO COME 


THE PROBABILITIES OF WAR IN EUROPE 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE. 


An Old War Correspondent’s Opinion—Lon- 
don Newspapers Making Active Prepard- 
tions—Germany’s Chances of Success Ex- 
cellent—The Situation Oritical—Emperor 
William and His Mother’s Will—A Last- 
ing Alliance With Russia. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, April 20.—The other day I had a 
talk with one of the managers of a prominent. 
‘London newspaper who was himself a war 
correspondent during the Franco-Prussian 

war. He says that, 
although the out- 
look throughout 
Europe is now 80 
peaceful, there is 
not a single London 
newspaper which 
has not gone stead- 
ily ahead making 
preparations and 
employing corre- 
spondents through- 
out Europe in the 
game way as if war 
gwere ectually 
wthreatening in the 

Z very near future. 
He sald: The war 
is sure to come, 
whether this year 

or next, no one can tell. It will come, if it 

comes at all, on very short notice. Iam will- 
ing to admit that it looks peaceful for this 
year. At the same time, we know that it 
would not be gafe to proceed upon the theory 
that peace is absolutely certain.’’ 

GERMANY’S CHANCES OF SUCCESS. 

He added: If there should come a brush 
between France and Germany Lam sure that 
Germany would win again as she did before. 
France is to-day much better prepared for 
war. She has a good army and is weil 
equipped and armed, but I have no confidence 
in the French officers. The German officers 
are a superb class of men. They are absolute- 
ly perfect in matters of discipline and in the 
technical studies necessary to their profession. 
That element alone is enough to give great ad- 
vantage to the Germans, It is very important 
for France, if there should be a war, that she 
should haye a victory at the outset. The 
French soldiers fight splendidly until they 
become discouraged. I have seen them under 
fire, They do very well if they have any good 
fortune. But they have no staying qualities 
under adversity. Under fire I have noticed 
that if the French soldiers cannot make an ad- 
vance within avery short time they waver 
and fallback. They cannot hold steadily a 
position under fire for any length of time.’’ 

THE SITUATION CRITICAL. 

A prominent American gentleman who has 
been in our diplomatic service for some time 
and who is very familiar with the situation in 
Europe, ina private letter to a gentleman in 
London, in answer to the question of what be 
thought of the prospect of a European 
war, says: 1 think the subject is 
one that nobody knows anything 
about. The situation is critical, and 
pretty much everybody in uniform 
has a new and improved gun which 
he is anxious to fire at somebody 
elise. Peace has prevailed for such an 
unusually long time that all of the large 
countries seem to be aching for a fight. But 
when willit come? Thatisthe question. The 
death of the old German Emperor may have 
an influence on it. Any slight and unlooked 
for incident may produce it. But whether 
next autumn or next spring, or later still, it is 
useless to speculate about. When it does 
come, however, I do not believe that it will be 
possible to localize it.’’ 

A LASTING ALLIANCE WITH RUSSIA. 

The life of the German Emperor is a constant 
subject of gossip and study simply because it 
has such a dearing upon the sita- 
ation. A correspondent from Ber- 
lin notes the fact that lately 
the Emperor has become very silent and very 
rarely talks with any one. His reticence 
and taciturnity are all indications of his ad- 
vancing age. A French correspondent has 
unearthed a story concerning the last will and 
testament of the Emperor’s mother, the Queen 
Louige. This story stripped of a great many 
impossible features give a very plausible rea- 
son for the Emperor William’s maintaining 
cordial and intimate relations with Russia as 
against France. In Berlin there is a celebrated 
picture by Rausch which represents 
the Emperor William at the Mausoleum 
oft Charlottenburg, where he went before 
the campaign of 1870 to pay his respects to the 
ashes of his mother. It was here that he re- 
newedthe oath made to her when he was a 
chiid to carry out her dying wishes. There are 
two other pi hanging as pendants to this 
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Emperor Miiuam. 


I. and the Queen Lonise after Jena. The 
second represents King William and Napoleon 
III. after Sedan. These pictures are said to be 
illustrations of the spirit of the last will of 
Queen Louise. It is a well-known historical 
fact that she (the Queen) died after the bloody 
defeats of Jena, Eylau and Friedland. She did 
nos Know of the uprising of Russia in 1812, 
nor of Prussia in 1816. She died of 
shame cast upon Pruseia by the defeat of 
Jena. Before her death she spoke to her hus- 
band and his children like an Eastern sybil. 
She invoked God and His justice. She pre- 
dicted the future giory of Prussia and the hu - 
miliation of Napoleon, the ‘‘parvenu.’’ She 
then piedged her husband and her children to 
the closest allegiance and alliance with Rus- 
sia. This will explaine the defection of Prus- 
sla after the disastrous war of 1818, and its 
rising in 1618 against Napoleon. This French 
investigator, Sacher Masoch, believes that 
this will also explains the politics 
of Prussia since 1615, the intrigues 
of Prussia against Austria and the 
Second Empire, the equivocal attitude toward 
Austria in 1660, and France in 1666, and finally 
the wars of 1666and 1670. Thisis all in ac- 

cordance with the spirit.of tne will of Queen 
Louise. The last feature of her will, which is 
yet unfulfilled, is an intimate and lasting al- 

liance between Russia and Germany. This 
French historian, who has looked up this will, 
gays that he believes it will be carried out to 
the letter. The Emperor Wiliiam has a pas-

BREAKING UP A MONOPOLY. 


A New Organization Fight the Hull Insur- 
p | ance Pool. 


Cuicaco, April 20.— A local paper this morn- 
ing says: Chicago vessel-owners were elated 
yesterday over a well- authenticated report 
thatthe null insurance monopoly is likely to be 
broken up by the competition of a newly or- 
ganized hull pool. For several years the gen- 
eral representatives of five insurance compa- 
nies have practically controlled the business 


of insuring lake vessels. 8 up and 
killing off competitors the hull pool has grown 
into a powerful combination. Each succeeding 
year since it sprang into existence premium 
rates — been increased and the tariff this 
peason has been placed so high that many ves- 
sel-owners have decided not to apply for 
policies. But tne chances are that insurance 
rates will be much lower than the pool tariff 
if vessel men will hold off for a week or two. 
At the time the Buffalo pool was reorganized 
two companies that have recently come 
to the lakes for the purpose of writing 
risks refused to enter it because 
they could not get such shares 928 
they considered they were entitled to. 
1 companies have been at work organ- 
anew pool for some time past. The new 
poo is now establishing agencies, and has, it 
aid, already tied up a good share of the 
hull insurance business at this and other 
ports. It has adopted the hull tariff of last 
year, which is from 4% of 1 per cent to 1 per 
cent lower than the rates of the Buffalo com- 
dination.

He walked a 
short distance back, picked up a sword from 
the side of a dead lieutenant, and creeping up 
slowly behind cut ben rattler in two.

It will be when he re- 
alizes that, within two weeks of the opening 
of the League season, he has permitted two 
hippodroming clubs to come upon his pre- 
serves and squeeze $1,500 out of his own par- 
ticular orange. You „don“ t hear of an 
world's championship’’ games being playe 
in Chicago in thespring. Spalding never eats 
his own pie so long ashe can dine off his 
neighbor’s table. 


Apart from the absolute falsehood contained 
in this paragraph the writer shows a lament- 
able lack of information as to the terms on 
which the games were arranged. In the first 
place there was no ‘‘squeeze’’ of an In- 
dianapolis orange any more than there was a 
squeeze of a Cincinnati or a Louisville 
orange. The Indianapolis park-keeper re- 
ceived his 20 per cent’’ and was well satis- 
fied.
